The engagement wasstubborn 
and hot while it lasted. Twelve of the enemy were killed 
and they were driven back. Not an American received a 
wound. Spanish cavalry were patrolling the shores and 
the American soldiers were protected by a gunboat. 

The Americans had expected a force of insurgents ti 
meet them at Cabanas. 

They were disappointed. Finally two Cuban guides were 
found and communication will be established with the in- 
surgents.

As soon as it was sufficiently light, 1 commenced attack upon the bat- 
teries defending the city. This attack lasted about three hours, and re- 
lted in much damage to the batteries, and incidentally to a portion of 
l city ad jacent to the batteries. The batteries replied to our fire, but 
thout material effect. One man w as killed on board the New York, 
and seven slightly wounded in the squadron. No serious damageto any 
ship, resulted. (Signed.) SAMPSON. " 

Admiral Sampson's statement that he attacked only with a portion 
of his licet is taken to indicate that he did not find it expedient to take 
the entire squadron into the harbor, though it is not believed he has 
•parated his Heel. The Navy Department officials were at a loss to 
know how his dispatch reached St. Thomas, until the Associated Press 
dispatch announced the presence of the Vale at St. Thomas.

THE MORNINO NEWSPAPER. 

In serving the news of the day 
the morning newspaper and the 
afternoon newspaper each has its 
place. The morning newspaper, 
w hen it fulfills its mission, gives tin 
complete history of twcnty-foui 
hours; the afternoon newspaper is 
mainly a bulletin of the news re- 
ceived after the morning paper goes 
to press until 2 or 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and on special occasions 
later in the form of extras. 

The morning paper begins where 
it left off at the last preceding 
Issue! the afternoon paper begins 
not where it left off but where the 
morning paper left off. The morn- 
ing paper gives a full as well as a 
continuous news history; the after- 
noon paper makes no effort to give 
anything but an incomplete report 
that does not aim to take the p 
of the morning report, but me 
to supplement that report. 

The reader of a good morning 
per need rely upon no other pi 
to get the news of the world: 
reader of no afternoon paper 
rely upon that alone. 

Even if an af ter n oon paper 
sired to cover the news field 
fully as the morning paper does, it 
could not do so under the present 
working lOf news organizations. 
The press associations, upon w hich 
they depend for most of their gen- 
eral news, issue full reports only to 
morning papers, sending out only 
fragmentary reports to afternoon 
papers. 

But the afternoon paper is a good 
supplement to the morning paper. 
The subscriber to the morning pa- 
per has the full news story of the 
preceding day and night; his after- 
loon paper furnishes him with bul- 
letins of what happens during the 
morning and early afternoon hours 
following the publication of the 
Homing paper. To the man who 
relies upon newspapers, therefore. 
: or the news the morning paper is a 
necessity, the afternoon paper is a 
convenience. 

This relation is well understood 
>oth by the public and by the pub- 
ishers of the papers themselves. 
The afternoon paper can not hurt 
the morning paper; it rather serves 
to benefit it, on the same principle 
that a bulletin board benefits a pa- 
ler. Hence it is that the publish- 
ers of so many morning papers find 
t profitable, rather than injurious, 
o also issue afternoon papers. The

The afternoon paper, on the oth- 
8r hand, steps in after the morning 
paper has gone to press and gives 
brief reports of subsequent happen- 
ings or rumors. The Associated 
Press does not and could not sup- 
ply it with more, and the I'ress 
bulletins, with what a special cor- 
respondent picks up, must chiefly 
constitute its war news. 

Readers fully realize these diffe 
ences in the character of the tv 
kinds of publications, and that 
why, while they buy the afternoc

The tools arc seven in number and 
consist of three pole picks, of the Had 
Ultd l>.y experts to break off samples 
of rock, and four candlesticks. The 
'. eyes and straps of two of the picks 
are forged from one piece of steel, and 
the manner in which the wood of the 
baddies is worked into the straps is 
quite a puzzlo. Particularly is this 
the case with one of the picks, which 
has four straps, and shows the same 
number of apparent divisions Ln the 
handle. One mining man, after care- 
fully examining the tool, gave it as 
his opinion that the wood was simply 
inlaid.

constituted the handle and [he straps 
■were forged around, and his willing-

The Chirograph* of Many Famous Men 

It ii the perverfity of human nature 
that people who ought to do one thing 
do another. Men who write a legible 
hand (no one can accomplish more 
than that now) will use a typewriter, 
and others, who ought never to be 
trusted with a pen, order them by the 
gross and take the discount. Hudyard 
Kipling writes a neat, delicate hand, 
and Conan Doyle's is as plain as the 
proverbial pikestaff, but both use ma- 
chines. It would have saved a di al of 
lisciy and helped to perpetuate a 
scful art if other writers of eminence 
ould have been prevailed upon to 
type." Unfortunately the type- 
writer was too belated an invention 
to affect many of the best bad writers. 

lyle would not have struggled with 
a keyboard, but it would have pre- 
vented that miserable compositor flee- 
ing from Edinburgh to London out 
of his way if he had. Carlylc's, how- 
ever, was, a copperplate to others that 
could be mentioned. Hugo's manu- 
scripts, we are told, presented the ap- 
pearance of a sort of battlefield on 
paper, in which the killed words were 
well stamped out and the new reel 
pushed forward in anything but good 
order.

Balzac was as big a sin- 
ner, and Dickens' microscopic charac- 
ters, written on blue paper with blue 
ink, appalled many seasoned com 
positors. A terrible hand had Henry 
Ward Beeeher. Ilis daughter once 
declared that she had three guiding 
rules in copying it — if a letter was 
dotted it was not an "i," and if it was 
crossed it was not a "t," and a word 
with a capital letter did not begin a 
sentence. Jacob Bryan said of Arch- 
deacon Coxc's caligraphy that it could 
neither be called a hand nor afist, but 
a foot, and that a club one. His hiero- 
glyphics formed a clumsy, tanglet 
black skein that ran across the papei 
in knots,' which it was impossible tt 
untie into a meaning.
